Nearly everybody these days 
recognizes the necessity of pre¬ 
venting the wasting away of our 
national land resources through 
erosion. No other group realizes 
this more keenly than farmers to 
whom tire land is a means of ma¬ 
king a living rather than merely 
a "natural resource." 

A farmer who is undertaking an 
erosion-control program on his 
land is up against ■ a highly per¬ 
sonal dollar and cents problem. He 
needs to know how continued er¬ 
osion will affect his Income and 
which erosion-control measures 
will pay oij his farm. 
r Recent studies of the relation¬ 
ship between topsoil depth (put 
crop yields offer one means by 
which farmers may evaluate the 
effect of erosion. Soil scientists 
have found that In many areas 
the loss ot an inch of topaoil has 
a predictable effect on crop yields. 
Yield Losses From Eroalon; 

Experiments in the Northern 
States, lor example, show that on 
the average the loss of an inch 
of topsoi) from an acre of crop¬ 
land reduces annuat corn yields 
by 2 to 6 bushels, oats yields by 
iv. to 5% bushels, wheat yield by 
0.7 to 3 bushels, potatoes by 5 to 
10 bushels and hay by 200 to 400 
pounds per acre, 

There are exceptions tp the 
general rule that yields decline as 
the topsoil washes away. Some 
soils, particularly in the south¬ 
east, have subsoils with a better 
capacity for holding moisture and 
fertilizer than the present topsoil. 
On most soils, though, the subsoil 
is less productive than the topsoil. 

Field experiments indicate that 
the loss of an Inch of topsoil has 
.less effect on crop yields where 
the topsoil is deep than where, ft 
is shallow. Yields of com on land- 
on which the topsoil was 11 tn- 
ches deep ran about*3 bushels per 
acre less than on land on which 
the topsoil was 12 inches deep. On 
land with 3 inches of topsoil, how¬ 
ever, corn yields averaged 3 to 
6 bushels less on land with 4 in¬ 
ches of topsoil. Small grain yields 
are even more drastically affected 
by topsoil depth. 

Keep Topsoil in Place: 

These experiments indicate the 
Importance of keeping the topsoil . 
as evenly distributed over a field 
as possible. If topsoil from the 
higher part of a field Is eroded" 
and deposited on a lower area, thy. 
total productivity of the field will 
be lowered. Thus, topsoil w^lch 
Is washed down in the low part 
of a field is much less productive 
in Its new location than It was 
back on the upper parts of. 'the 
field. This is true even though it 
would be good farming to fill In 
the lower part of the field. 

Once the topsoil is gone, ‘.here 
is no way of regaining the pro¬ 
ductive capacity that vanishes 
with the topwll Crop yield stu¬ 
dies on about wO types of soils in 
10 northern States Indicate that 
the original material out of which 
a soil Is formed determines the 
Inherent productive capacity of; 
that soil. Each Inch of topsoil 
with Its accumulation of humus 
and plant nutrients adds to tlW

expected yield. Total yield of a 
soil is affected by .cultural prac¬ 
tices and physical conditions such 
as rainfall and temperature, but 
these factors have little or no ef¬ 
fect on differences in yields re¬ 
sulting from variations in topsoil 
thickness. Treatment of the soil 
may help replace yield reductions 
due to the loss of topsoil, but the 
same treatment on the land be¬ 
fore it had been eroded would 
have given 1 similar increases in 
yields. 

Each farmer who 'is considering 
erosion control £s faced with the 
problem • of deciding how much 
he can afford to keep his topsoil 
in place. Fblluiet to end or slow 
dqwn t.iie togs ..of; his.’ topsoil will 
mean a steady decline in the cap¬ 
acity of his land to product. The 
loss In yields,will not be matched 
by Ji proportional drop in product¬ 
ion costs since seed, planting 
cultivating, and harvesting cost 
about as much when yields are 
low as when they are high, gome 
costs such ^is those for plowing 
and cultivation may rise as dit- 
ehes-fftnT gullies are eroded in the 
fields. 

Soil Loss Lowers I .and Values: 

A defllfie in production coupled 
with little or' ,po decline in pro¬ 
duction,ctrsts would mean a great¬ 
er decline in net income than in 
gross over the long-run. Reduced 
Income would be reflected In the 
value of the. land,. 

Against the, prospects for loss 
of lncom»r .aytjjr .tpe long run, the 
farm operator must eompAre the 
cost of an erosion control pro¬ 
gram. This might include a tem¬ 
porary loss in income while farm¬ 
ing practices are being changed. 
To determine whether a proposed 
program is likely tor be profi'abte, 
aft analysis of farm income with 
and without the proposed program 
may tie needed. Such an estimate 
m|ght well.be included with any 
conservation plan to enable a 
farmer to appraise its ultimate ef¬ 
fect on his farm income.

Attend Calgary Meeting 

Members of the T.B. Christmas 
Seuls Committee of the Vulcan 
Lions Club, accompanied by ‘.heir 
wives,- attended the annual meet¬ 
ing of the Alberta Tuberculosis 
Association at the l’alliser Hotel, 
Calgary, last Saturday /md Sun¬ 
day. Present from Vulcan weie 
Lions President Budd Andiews, 
committee chairman Dr. A. D. 
Tompkins and Lions J. M. Jami¬ 
son. \V. A. Shields and J. L. Find¬ 
lay. 

The year's work of the Associ¬ 
ation was reviewed by retiring 
president George G. Eaton, who 
stated that special X-ray units 
hu.l been supplied to ten provincial 
hospitals at a cost of $3,(MK) per 
unit. Seven more hospitals haw 
been promised these machines this 
year and 12 additional hospitals 
have asked for them. These X-ray 
units have proven very valuable 
in the fight against tuberculosis. 
The seal fund objective has been 
raised from $155,000 ot $170,000, 
partly ti help-'in purchasing ad¬ 
ditional X-ray units. 

In co-operation with the pro¬ 
vincial department of health, the 
Association had ^provided more 
than 000,000 free chest X-rays, re¬ 
sulting in the discovery of 868 
active tuberculosis cases, 5,731 in¬ 
active cases and more than 17,- 
U00 other abnormalities such as 
cancer and heart disease. 

JO,000 patients in 60 hospitals 
have been given the free tuber- 
lin patch tests anl a grant ot $3,- 
000 has been made for research 
work at the University of Alber¬ 
ta. 

$155,425 was realized from the 
past year's seal campaign, with an 
average of $1.84 from 84,000 con¬ 
tributors.

j Canada’s 1949 flaxseed produc¬ 
tion of 2,262,000 bushels is the 
h* r a smallest crop within the past ten 
years. Even with a large carry- 
man of over from the 1948 crop the total 
litors at supply at the end of November 
parents, was a little over nine million bu¬ 
shels so that the Canadian crop 
of (o r laso would need to be about 
twice that of last year to keep up 
supply for the home market. A 
high level of construction activity 
results in a strong demand for 
paints, varnishes, linoleums, and 
other linseed products. 

The most significant develop¬ 
ment this past season with respect 
to flax varieties was the presence 
of rust on the Dakota variety in 
Manitoba. This variety was distri¬ 
buted in 1947 and it was not un¬ 
til the following year that rust 
was found on it in North Dakota. 
While the amount present on this 
variety in 1949 was small, its de- 
was velopment in the next few years 
should be followed closely. There 
is a possibility that this widely ad¬ 
apted variety might have to be 
replaced by more rust resistant 
varieties, cereal ists of the Federal 
Department of Agriculture report. 

Royal flax did well in 1949 and 
suffered little from disease. Rock¬ 
et was also a good crop and has 
been recommended for zones 3B, 
r> and F In Saskatchewan. It ap¬ 
pears better adapted to the black 
soils of Manitoba and Saskatche¬ 
wan than to other areas. The ac¬ 
reage in Victory appears to have 
gained, while that in Viking has 
almost disappeared. Yields of Vic¬ 
tory in the variety test plots were 
quite good this past season. 

The spring of 1949 was signifi¬ 
cant in western Canada for the 
late spring frosts which in many 
reached 10 degrees below 
freezing temperatures on May 24. 
Frost injury on flax appeared 
more severe on Cheyenne and less 
Royal, Dakota and Victory.

Crop rotations are becoming 
increasingly necessary if Canada 
is to hold her place as one of the 
leading agricultural producers of 
the world. The soil—our richest 
fieri tags* -can only be kept pro¬ 
ducing at a high level by a more 
intensified system of farming. Soil 
cannot produce forever if some 
means is not employed to return 
the nutrients taken out by con¬ 
tinuous cropping. We must main¬ 
tain a high level of fertility in our 
land and this can be done if we 
adopt some system of crop rotat¬ 
ion. 

On the open prairies short ro¬ 
tations are necessary in order to 
conserve moisture and control 
weeds, keeping in mind that we 
must also conserve a good trash 
cover or practice a system of 
strip farming in order to prevent 
soil drifting. Some system of seed¬ 
ing down part of this land, peri¬ 
odically, to grass crops should be 
planned in order to keep up, the. 
fibre content of this' soil. In the 
marginal prairie, park, and bush 
areas rotations can be planned 
which can be of longer duration 
and will make better use of the 
land and keep It producing at a 
high level.

The difference of 11 bushels per 
acre between these two, rotations 
shows that in areas more suited 
to mixed farming, a diversified 
system of cropping is more profit¬ 
able than straight grain rotations. 

In addition to maintaining a fairly 
high level of fertility, mixed crop 
rotations control weeds, insect 
pests and plant disease much bet¬ 
ter than straight grain rotations. 

Soil erosion losses by both wind 
and water can be controlled by 
crop rotations. The fibre and or¬ 
ganic matter content of the soil 
must be kept up if we are to pre¬ 
vent soil erosion. This can be ac¬ 
complished in the mixed farming 
areas, if a system of crop rotat¬ 
ion is followed and as much of 
the manure as possible from llve- 
tock is returned to the land.
